Priority

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 16 January 2007 is 
noted. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 1 .98.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chisholm 
et al. (3,215,51 1), hereinafter "Chisholm". Chisholm discloses a high temperature 
component (V) for a gas turbine including elements (5\7) having mechanical properties 
able to withstand stresses to which the component is subject in a zone where the 
element is arranged. Element (5') is arranged in the inlet zone and element (7) is 
arranged in the outlet zone. The elements are modular since they are replicable and 
are more resistant to high temperatures than the main body (3'). Chisholm also 
discloses a method of manufacturing the high temperature components including fixedly 
joining the element to the main body (Chisholm column 1, lines 64-67). 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents issued to Copley et al. Hayden et al. and Pepperman 
et al. disclose turbine nozzle vanes including a inset element having improved 
mechanical properties relative to the many body of the vane;
